Pursuant  to  adjournment  the   Council  met  in  the  Grand  Jury  OonnoU 
Room,  in  the  Court  House,  at  the  Town  of  Welland,  at  12  o'clock 
noon,  for  the  transaction  of  general  business.  ^

The  Warden  upon  addressing  the  Council,  remarked  that  the  AdANm,' 
present  time  of  meeting  was  as  early  a  date  as  could  with  convenience  f 

be  selected  for   the  meeting  of  Council ;  that  the  mutual  under- 
Btanding  at  adjournment  in  January,  was  chat  the  Council  should  meet 
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tbe  first  Monday  in  June,  but  the  Elections  coming  on  the  6th,  fol- 
lowing the  first  Monday,  and  after  consulting  several  members, 
concluded  that  the  present  time  to  call  the  meeting  would  be  the  most 
satisfactors  to  members  of  the  Council.  Court  was  to  be  held  to-

In  regard  to  the  dispute  between  Michael  Wills  and  John  S. 
Simpson,  of  the  Township  of  Waintleet,  as  to  the  boundar}-  of  a  part 
of  lot  No.  11  in  the  4th  concession  of  the  said  township,  sold  by  the 
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county  to  Simpson,  and  taken  poi»ession  of  by  the  stud  Michael 
Wills '  hence  the  cause  of  dispute.  Mr.  Wids  having  brought  an  ac> 
tion  for  trespass  against  Simpson,  the  Gonnty  feeling  i:  to  be  their 
duty  to  protect  Simpson  in  the  land  sold  him,  entered  defence  to  the 
action,  and  retained  good  counsel  as  per  instruction  at  January  ses- 
sion. Your  Committee,  with  several  witnesses,  examined  the  dis- 
puted territory,  accompanied  by  Surveyors  DeCew  and  Law,  who  ran 
out  and  established  what  they  considered  to  be  the  boundary.  At 
this  time,  your  coutmittce,  desiring  if  possible  to  effect  a  peaceable 
settlement,  used  every  means  in  their  power  U,  induce  the  said 
Michael  Wills  to  submit  the  mutter  in  dispute  to  arbitration^  but  fail- 
ing in  this,  they  made  the  necessary  preparations  for  trial,  and  at  the 
eleventh  hour,  or  after  the  case  had  been  called  by  the  Judge,  the 
said  Wills,  by  the  influence  of  his  friends,  made  a  proposition  of  set- 
tlement which  your  committee  thought  advisable  to  accept,  the  basis 
of  such  settlement  being  as  follows  ; 

Simpson  having  paid  to  the  County  $306,  le  ving  a  balance  duo 
the  County  of  $415,  the  said  Wills  took  the  land  sold  Simpson  by 
the  County,  paying  Simpson  the  whole  amount  paid  the  County  by 
hira  in  original  purchase,  $306,  also  paying  the  County  the  balance 
due  on  Simpson's  mortgage,  $41 5,  the  above  sums  being  at  the  time 
paid  in  cash.  Each  party  agreeing  to  pay  their  own  costs.  Your 
Committee  were  advised  that  they  had  a  good  case  for  defence,  but 
considered  the  unc  .  i;ainty  of  law  as  well  as  the  many  prejudices  and 
uncertainties  surrounding  this  long-vexed  question,  and  desiring,  if 
possible,  to  promote  harmody  and  good-feeling  between  the  parties, 
and  believing  at  the  ^ame  time  that  they  were  advancing  the  interests 
of  the  County,  thought  proper  to  effect  the  aforest^id  settlement.
